Dear Harold, 

Thanks for your mailings of 12/9, 12, 14, and 16. My comments on the 
Ferrie suit are enclosed separately, along with some new Vallee stuff. 

Various of your enclosures, including the carbon of your response in 
718-70, do not have "return to HW" on them, so I am keeping them. I assume 
that any of your other correspondents who want copies will ask for them. 

I must have been unclear about the Harper photos . I have no letter at 
all from the Archives relating to them. I deduced that the photos are in 
CD 1269. If they told Howard they are not there, I was wrong. ^ If they just 
told him that the photos "had not been found among the relevant records, 

I guess they just didn't know where to look. 

If neither you nor Howard wants to be specific about my alleged leak of 
his panel-report stuff to Lifton, I can only say that I am quite confident I 
did not give him any such information. 

It looks like you have a good case for getting the memo of transfer. Given 
what has been disclosed about the contents of the photos, such a memo would 
hardly qualify for protection under the "invasion of personal privacy" clause, 
especially since its withholding requires that it be "clearly unwarranted an 
invasion of privacy if it were released. I think that would make a good separate 
suit. Maybe they are trying to tell you that the document has much more in it 
than the term "memo of transfer" suggests. I wonder what? Have they consistenly 
used quotation marks around "memo of transfer"? Have you? 

On the SS DPD tapes: neither the SS or the Archives can or will find them. ^ 

I have pushed the Archives a bit about their unwillingness to go to other agencies 
for information, if not to replace missing or mislaid items. They seem quite 
sensitive here. I am still awaitjfamg word on the SS transcripts. 

I see from the Times-Picayune that it's now Judge Alcock. Gack! 

One of the things I have done with my work at the Archives in May is type 
up the list of the contents of Entry 23, which includes most _ of the staff 
memos. There is about 1 line on each item, just basic identification , title , etc. 
Since I typed it up from the tape I made it is not very readable, but I don't 
have the time to retype it all (18 single-spaced pages). Some people have 
asked for copies, but I would like to distribute it to any interested persons all 
at the same time. Do you (or Gary) want a copy now? Can you suggest anyone else 
who would want this, other than maybe Bud, Sylvia, or Lifton? Any chance of 
finding a knowledgeable volunteer to retype it?
